Almost Passes Belicf What a Neut- 
ral Saw in Belgium 


Mr. Mokveld, a Dutchman and a 
special correspondent of the Dutch 
newspaper, The/“Times (De ‘ijd), in 
“The German Fury in’ Belgium” 
(Hodder and Stoughton, translated 
by C. Thieme), has given a thrilling 
account of his expcricnces with the 
German army in 1914, and some fear- 
ful details of the outrages which he 
personally witnessed. His evidence is 
of extreme value, because he writes 
with perfeet fairness, and impartial- 
ity. When he can find any point in 
favor of Germans he states it fear- 
-lessly, and his evidence has been so 
thoroughly corroborated’ at every 
point where it can be checked that 
it may elsewhere be unhesitatingly 
accepted. 

The Germans have denied that 
they usedcivilians and women as a 
screen during their attacks. Mr. 
Mokveld states that at Fort Pontisse, 
at Liege, “they collected the popula-. 
tion, whom they forced to march in 
front of them.- When they had got 
quite near they dared. not enter it 
yet, and drove the priest and twelve 
of the principal villagers before 
them.” The enemy has pretended 
that. any brutalitics which may have 
eccurred were provoked by Belgian 
outrages, Mr. Mokveld states ex- 
pressly that the Belgian population | 
‘was too cowed and terrified after its} 
lappaling treatment by the German 
advance troops to dream of any re- 
sistance, °

Mantuffel, responsible for the burn- 
ing of Louvain and the murder of its 
people, and the criminal made to him 
soins fecble”attempts to justify him- 
self, :

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe 


Milk turns sour because a little mi- 
crobe, known as the mill microbe, 
gets into it, and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into an acid, . 

If we could keep milk entirely 
away from the air after the cow 1s) 
milked, it would not turn: sour, but 
as soon as it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop into the milk, They 
are alive although invisible to _the 
naked cye. If when they drop: into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them to do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be overcome by keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and Icit 
out long enough té become warin, 
the microbe begins to work and the| 
milk cannot be made sweet again, If} 
the milk is boiled as soon or shortly 
after the cow is milked the sugar inj 
the® milk is changed in such a way 
that the microbe cannot feed upon; 
it. This, however, docs not | imply | 
that milk should always be boiled, as) 
we know that that impairs its desiz-; 
ability as food.

Using Grass to Make Paper With 


Although several of the largest pa- 
per mills in England have been 
forced to shut down because the 
government stopped the importation 
of pulpwood, many others have man- 
aged to keep going by utilizing grass 
which they obtain from Scotland, the 
Fenlands and India. . 

Printing paper and notepaper is 
being made from grass-mixed with 
other materials. The cheapest fibre 
is obtained from rags which are no 
longer exported. Rag cuttings are 
now worth $140 a ton, which is still 
below the cost of wood pulp, now 
selling for $150 a ton. It was $40 a 
ton before the war.

The Krupp’s World of Shells 


How Munition Making Is Specded up 
In the Land of the Hun 


Writing to the Paris Matin some 
one who spent four months in- the 
Krupp foundries at Essen gives his 
impressions of what is being produc- 
ed there: “Three hundred thousand 
workers, of whom about 60,000 are 
women, marshalled in gangs on day 
and night shifts, sweat blood 
water in order that the 
shall not lack projectiles. All these 
people, with the exception of the 
women have been impressed by the 
military authority. The ages of the 
men, are from eighteen to forty-six 
years, and they are all told off for 
the manufacture of munitions. It is 
the same with the specialists above 
the age.of forty-five up to fifty. 

“The salaries paid them for work- 
ing thus from six o'clock in the 
morning to six at evening for the 
day shift, and from six in the even- 
ing to six in the morning, for the 
night shift, varies between eight and 
fifteen marks a day. ‘The women, 
however, never get more than five 
marks, This daily salary, which In 
tle eyes of some may appear.a big 
one, has only the real and maximum 
value of five French francs, so much 
has the cost of living gone up, 

“In the month of May, 1916, Krupp 
was constructing . simultaneously 
seven howitzers of 420 milimctres. 
As it takes on the average from six 
to eight months to make this kind 
of gun, these should be about ready. 
In the opinion of the head of the 
workshop, Krupp alone. now turns

Duties--Six_ months’ residence upon ahd cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years, A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
ona fartn of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where Yesi- 
dence is perfornied in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-enipt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. : 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six-years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pré-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler Who has exhausted — his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and eract a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land, Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions. :

Smugyling Stated To Be 
Rampant In Holland 


ers on the German Border 


There was a jubilee feast in a little 
town on the border between Holland 
and Germany the other day. ‘A wo- 
man gave it, “She invited large num- 
bers ‘of her friends,» and~. neighbors 
and all toasted and applauded. her. 
What’ was: the reason for the jubilee, 
you ask, She-had just smuggled her 
fortieth ‘_package across the border 
into. Germany. : 

Strange events such as-this occur 

caily in Holland. Smuggling is rife, 
So general has it become that: fear 
neither of the law nor of the church 
can stop many persons living on the 
border from taking advantage of the 
need-for supplies in Germany, ‘Even 
nien who have been selected to put an 
end to it take:a hand in it.themsel- 
ves and sometimes even the military 
men who are-sent to reinforce the 
civilian custom officers cannot resist 
the temptation of making extra gains 
that often amount to $35. and $40 a 
week. 
‘In the frontier districts no stigma 
attaches to fines or imprisonment 
imposed for smuggling:, Public opin- 
ion in the districts further inland ex- 
presses itself as concerned for the 
morality of the frontier dwellers. 


The churches have been appealed 
to assist in suppressing smuggling. 
The Netherlands Reformed church in 
cne-town answered tlte appeal by tak. 
ing-a severe attitude toward 
smugglers. It threatened to keep 
every confirmed: smuggler from the 
holy communion so long. as he or 
she continued in this trade. . 

Some of the smugglers, those of 
the lowest orders, are so little used 
to having money that they don’t 
know how to spend it, and therefore 
generally, do so in a way detcrimen- 
tal to themselves and the community. 
Drinking and ‘fighting are the order 
of the day with them. - Often they 
cannot even. get rid of all their mon- 
cy quickly cnough. 5 

Instances ‘are known in which they 
literally consumed paper. money -as 
sandwiches, spreading it between two 
slices of bread and butter. Also they 
have lighted their pipes with 40 or 60 
florin bills, “($16 to $24). = Such men’s 
children often suffer want and fall to 
the care of the community when the 
father is down on-his luck: ; 

Others provide well for their homes 
and pianos, talking machines and oth- 
er luxuries are now to be found in the 
amost unlikely looking tumble down 
cottages and the women and children 
are clad like Solomon in all his glory. 

The Germans also do _a lot. of 
smuggling. Large numbers of them 
come into Holland -to eat and upon 
returning home they generally take a 
little something for their. families. 
The other. day.a party:.of ‘German 
women, ‘all. well dressed and wearing 
large hats, was interviewed . in the 
waiting room of a railway station on 
the border by Dutch custom.officials, 
The. women declared they had noth- 
ing with them, They were then po- 
litely invited to take off. their hats 
and, when assisted in this act by some 
Dutch women detectives, it soon ap- 
peared that cach lady had used a cer- 
tain number of. sausages as-pads over 
which to do her hair. One even had 
concealed-a whole pound of tea amid 
the sausage and hair coils: 

Another case was. that of a polite 
traveler, whose politeness caused him 
to be suspected. Every stitch of 


clothing was removed *from his per- 
son before the contraband. was ex- 
posed. It was bacon, artistically cut 


te the very shape of-his body and 
laid on and securely fastened all over 
it by leather thongs. Much diminish- 
ed in bulk he was allowed to proceed 
on his journey, and there was mourn- 
ing in one German home, at least for 
the loss of this appetizing food. 

It has become customary in fron- 
tier places for-bands of forty and 
fifty. German schonl boys and girls to 
come into Holland to get what food 
they may. ‘It is extremely difficult to 
get rid of them, for when the Dutch 
frontier guard takes them back - t 
Germany at one place they slip back 
at another, The only way to get rid 
of them is to question them about 
conditions on their.side,;and .when 
this has been done for some — time 
the German guard secs to it that they 
don’t return for fear they will give 
too much information to neutrals or 
enemies, ; 

Proof that the pinch of hunger is 
being felt in Germany is shown by 
the fact that you can scarcely ap- 
proach the border line without hear- 
ing a voice from over the wire fence: 
“Was haben sie zu verhandeln?” For 
now not only the German officers and 
cerporals haye been given the right 
of buying in contraband wares, but all 
the pfivates are allowed to do so as 
well, - 

At a place where the Meuse forms 
the boundary the customs officials 
found many rowboats engaged in reg. 
ular traffic across the stream and the 
more boats they took the more there 
seemed to be of them. After a time 
it was discovered that secret ship- 
building wharves were tucked away 
in the river bends, where boat build- 
ing was carried on at night by large 
gangs of workmen: The boats were 
very light and swift and it took only 
one night to put one together, Some- 
times a boat begun at nightfall was 
ready to carry contraband before the 
morning light, i 

Near Maastricht a secret subter- 
ranean passage has just been discov- 
ered in St. Peter’s mount, which led 
straight into Belgium. This «must 
have been used for months and im- 
mense quantities: must have _ been 
smuggled through it. Now it has 
been blown up by the Dutch military. 
butas there are some 10,000 passages 
in St) Paul's it is quite likely some 
of these may still lead to Belgium 
and be known to smugglers. The 
secret passages in former times of- 
fered shelter to Dutch refugees in the 
Spanish and French wars and to Bel- 
gians in this war, so that such a dras- 
tic way of closing up the mountain 
would be deplored by everyone. ,

Some Inside Information About the

All these pensioners 
of the. government have to depend 
upon their children or their savings 
and nearly all of them are looking 
for work. With 70 cents.a week one

can hardly pay for his. lodging. in 
Germany. 
The lower classes in Prussia 


squander their pension pay on the 
first day of every month in the sa- 
loons, as the one use’to be made. of 
this paltry sum, and. on payday the 
schnapps ‘sellers; make their harvest. 
I do not exaggerate when I tell. you 
that in the small cities the first day 
of the month is the general drink 
day for the old pensioners. The ay- 
crage . American tourist . passes 
throiigh Berlin and Dresden and. tells 
wonders ‘about the opulence of the 
people. Let-him.go-to . East an 
West Prussia, to’Posen and to oth-r 
Prussian provinces, and look over 


their vice, misery and abject pov- 
erty. In the country~ places a six- 
teen-vear-old girl as a wetnurse is 
common thing. “Weiberkneipen” 
(drinking halls with female service) 
are displayed openly and frequented 
on a market day by all farmers, I. 
am told that. Hoboken, that little 
Berlin, shows plenty. of traces | of 
this kind of a saloon life. 

The German press agency ~ has 
made such an advertisement of Ger- 
man efficiency that our good Aniecri- 
cans believe Germany is’a paradise 

In fact, all the surrounding coun- 
tries, even Russia, afford to the com- 
nion classes a better living than Ger 
tnany. Her wonderful central. loca- 
tion gave her a chance for trade ex- 
pansion with the increasing demands 
of the world, markets, but Belgium, 
the biggest seller to the whole world 
and ‘the: Swiss, . manufacturers — of 
ywatches and silks, outclass the Ger- 
mans in every way, “Even in Ger- 
many the Prussian ranks last. in in- 
dustrial efficiency. All that- Prussia 
could give to Germany is her arro- 
gant militarism, her brutal bureau- 
cracy, and now she turns out to be 
the curse of the fatherland. 

Let your pro-Teuton - correspond- 
ent own up-to the fact that Dr. 
Crane is right in his statement that 
the people must liberate themselves 
from the Hohenzollerns by their own 
will; This they will show on every 
election day by casting eight oppo- 
sition votes out of every ten, and as 
soon.as they get. parliamentary rule 
the Hohenzollern and his Junker 
gang will be swept away in a day. 


War in East Africa 
Has Many Perils 


Dangers Troops Face in Wild Ani- 
mals, Fevers and Concealed 
Guns 


A Belfast man who has lately ar- 
rived in East Africa-says in the 
course of a letter home: Officers who 
have been through most of the fight- 
ing tell me-that the hardships cn- 
dured by the troops are indescrib- 
able. One ‘officer in particular 
who fought in France informed me 
that he would prefer to fight any day 
on the continent than in these Afri- 
can jungles. The African soldier has 
indeed many dangers to contend with 
outside the human enemy. ‘There 
are more deaths from fever and otli- 
er tropical maladies than trom 
wounds inflicted by the enemy. 
There is some satisfaction in bcing 
killed by an enemy bullet, but to die 
of fever in some African swamp is a 
cruel fate. There has been very: tit- 
tle open fighting here. It is a case 
of a band of soldiers moving through 
the dense undergrowth, without any 
sign of an enemy, when suddenly a 
machine gun opens fire on them from 
a cunningly concealed position, and 
before it can be located the casualties 
liave been heavy, 

However, it is only a question of a 
few months until the war here is 
over, The Germans are fast cvacuat- 
ing. their positions and fleeing-to the 
hills, where they will soon be finally 
defeated.’ East Africa is a splendid 
country for big game _— shooting: 
Lions, elephants, butfaloes, rhinocer- 
oses, leopards aad in fact almost ev- 
e1y kind of savage animal abound in 
the jungle. It is an exciting, although 
somewhat. dangerous pastime, but 
one that helps considerably to break 
the monotony-of life in the tropics, 
whilst at the same time it trains 
cne’s power of observation and nerve 
force to a high state of perfection.

Voyage from Rurban to Mombassa 
the black troops regarded everything 
on’ board the vessel with awe., Onz 
of them asked an officer if the ‘ship 
ran on a rail at the bottom of the 
sea.

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Electric Cultivation 


Pctatoes With Eight Feet Stems 
Are Grown ; 


A wonderful story of a new elcctri- 
cil cultivator is told today by <a 
British paper. ° 
_lf-fialf the “anticipations of scien- 
tists are confirmed, he says, British 
agriculture is on the eve: of a.wou- 
derful transformation. The vagaries 
of the climate willbe conquered, 
yield will be doubled. or even treb. 
led. Within a few years the country 
will be self-supporting. 

All this, it is promised, will be ac- 
complished by perpetual electrical 
sunshine,.I have learned of proof of 
the fulfilment of the promise in the 
form of potatoes as large as swedes, 
with stems eight fect’ long. 

A start is being’ made with the 
scientific application of electricity to 
agriculture at. Huntington Court 
Farm, which is situated on White 
Cross-roads, in the liberties of the 
city’ of Hereford, 

Mr. W.J. Kerr, the city electrical 
engineer, acted as my guide when I 
visited the farm yesterday. Mr. Kerr 
lias an electric plant fitted over half 
an acre of ground, exactly like that 
to be applied over the farm. 

“What have you been doing over 
there?” was a query put by a farmer 
who pointed to a patch of potatocs 
with stems-eight feet high. 


The patch had been. electroculti- 
vated, he was told. Many of the 
potatoes were as large as swedes. 


Cne potato was a foot long and eight 
inches across. Here was. proof 
cnough that electricity assisted na- 
ture in potato-growing. 

Mr. Kerr showed me the electrici- 
ty in action. I was told to listen in 
the garden while he switched the 
electricity on. The wires were not 
quite taut, and swayed in the wind. 
Presently 1 heard’a*sound like © that 
of the approach of an army of grass- 
hoppers, As the wind rose the sound 
resembled the fizzling of bacon or 
crackling of thorns. Strangest of all, 
fants and bushes could be seen mov- 
ing upwards and ‘reaching. towards 
the vivifying wires. Plant life was no 
mere figure of speech, 

“It is just the same with wheat, 
barley, ‘oats, clover, fruit trees, and 
flowers,” said Mr. Kerr. “They rise 
to greet the electrical elixir. Long 
green caterpillars that work havoc 
ou fruit trees drop’ electrocuted.” - 

In a-conservatory Mr. Kerr show- 
ed the effect of electroculture on 
boxes of seeds of cauliflowers, ~ cab- 
bages, and leeks. ‘The seeds were 
planted five days: ago, and already 
there was a rich green blade an inch 
above the mould, In ordinary cir- 
cumstances they would not have been 
showing’ at all yet. — . 

“All these things prove that “what 
can be done on a half-acre plot can 
be done on-every farm from .Corn- 
wall to Inverness,” said- Mr. —Kerr. 
“We have greater. proofs than . may 
be published yet.;We know that oats, 
potatoes, and clover -yicld the most 
flattering results.” 

Experiments will be made at Roe- 
hampton.and.in different parts of the 
country to compare results, and, 
said Mr. Kerr in conclusion, I” shall 
eat that electric coil if we-do not 
see a new earth in a very few years.

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The Voice of _ 
~The Ocean 


By a Correspondent of the 
> Daily Chronicle : 
Wireless has -bridged the —~two ° 
greatest water spaces of the world, 
the Atlantic-and ‘the Pacific. Europe 
for many years has heen able to 
maintain wireless communication with 
Anicrica, and late last year America 
was put. within wireless radius of Jap. 
an and Honolulu, the service being 
epencd .with an interchange of con- 
gratulatory messages between Presi- 
dent Wilson and the Emperor of Jap. 
an, flashed across the ocean from 
Bolinas in California to Funabashi, a 
distance of 4,200 miles, 

Ashore we are all to unfamiliar 
with this latest and greatest of the 
sciences, Before the war there were 
several thousand crude, home-made 
installations, all within a 20-mile rad- 
ius of London, whose energy was not 
altogether appreciated by their pro- 
fessional brethren aboard ships in the 
river, 

An airplane is little better than 
useless without a wireless set aboard, 
This provides it with the only means 
of communication with its base, or 
with the battery of heavy guns, when 
engaged upon the direction of artil- 
lery fire, Which brings us to the-mat- 
ter of the sea, Wireless, we may 
say, is the voice of the oceans, It 
links up ship with ship, however dis- 
tant from the land or from the re- 
cognized routes of trade. Without it 
modern naval. warfare would be im- 
possible. Even before 1914 a long 
[ress message was flashed out night- 
ly from Poldliu, the great Cornish 
station, This message was picked up 
by ships. within a-radius of a few 
hundred “miles, and retransmitted by 
them another few hundred miles to 
other ships. So the message went on, 
until within the space of an hour or 
two it-was the public property of 
stations as distant as Capetown and 
Buenos Ayres. And every great lin- 
er published a daily newspaper, giv- 
ing the latest news from all parts of 
the world. 

The S.O.S. signal is the most ur-- 
gent and sacred call in the wireless 
world, a call which no opcrator will 
ignore. And yet the enemy have 
made false use of this signal. There 
was one case of an American skipper 
somewhere off Bantry Bay, who, 
picking up an S.O.S. some fifty miles 
distant, made thither at top speed, to 
find on his arrival, not a vessel in dis= 
tiess, but a German submarine, ‘the 
commander of which not only. made 
no apology, but was so annoyed to 
find that it was an American instead 
of a British boat that he had snared 
that he threatened. to. sink it~ there 
and then; and probably- he would. 
have put his threat into force had not 
a British destroyer showed up on the 
horizon. : an 

Another case was that of the cargo 
steamer Anglo-California, homeward © 
bound from America. She sighted a 
German subjnarine in mid-ocean, and 
made off*as-fast-as-her engine would 
permit, the enemy in hot pursuit; her: 
wireless operator sending “the S.O. 
S. signal as fast as he knew how. 
Meanwhile the shell fire grew fiercer, - 
the ship was raked from end to end, 
They had not a weapon .of. their 
own with which to retaliate, but 
they stuck to it as only British sail- 
ors can,. Then there came an ans- 
wer to their signals, “Coming ~ to 
your help» Hang on.” It was from 
a British man-of-war, ‘somewhere 
across the horizon, far out of sight. 
By this time the firing had. grown 
so fierce that the operator was forc- 
ed to manipulate his key, lying on 
his back in his-cabin. At last came 
the welcome news, “Can see your 
smoke. Hang on.” “For God's 
sake hurry up; they're shelling us 
like hell,” replied the operator. Then 
the German operator intercepted, and 
had his guns trained full on _ their 
acrial, their last hope of salvation, 
Luckily the German shooting was 
wild, and eventually the British war 
ship hove in sight. Immediately the 
submarine dived and they were or- 
dered to report her trail. 

Yet earlier in the war occurred the 
unhappy Breslau and Gocben affair, 
When surrounded by British craft, 
these two powerful men-of-war suc- 
ceeded’ in effecting an escape, sighted 
only by one of our light cruisers, 
Immediately she wirelessed for help. 

In the year 1915 twenty-six vessels 
were reported by the radio inspec- 
tors of the United States to have 
sent out the call-for assistance. The 
calls included accidents of all kinds, 
including collision, running ashore, 
broken-down machinery, storm, car- 
go shifting, and torpedocs, In one 
case, that of a Greek vessel which 
caught fire in mid-ocean, she was 
abandoned by the passengers and 
two and a half hours later two other 
vessels had taken on board, in one 
case 341 survivors and in the other 
the remaining 129, The original ves- 
sel was entirely destroyed. 

On another occasion a vessel with 
1,700 Italians aboard caught fire at 
sca, The S.O.S. signal immediate- 
ly brought up another vessel, which 
took otf 600 survivors, then convey- 
ed the disabled vessel into port with- 
out the loss of a single life. 

The present scheme of wircless is 
to circle the world with a constant 
line of communication, somewhat af- 
ter the fashion of from Poldhu to 
Suez, Suez-Bombay, | Bombay-Fun- 
abashi, Funabashi-Bolinas to Sandy 
Hook, and thence back again to 
Poldhu. This system will require 
many hundreds of new _ operators, 
and, taking into consideration the 
fact that almost every sea-going ves-' 
sel carries one, and sometimes two 
operators, wircless will provide .a 
new and enthralling profession for 
many thousands of young men.

the Canadian Northern Rail- 
{ way is Shown 


What appears to be new light up- 
on the policies back of the construc- 
tion of railways in Canada, is fur- 
| nished in a paragraph in the last an- 
nual report of the Canadian Northern 
Railway issued recently. 

This paragraph deals with — the 
handling over the rails of the Cana- 
dian Northern of some 132,000,000 
bushels of grain destined chiefly for 
the feeding of the Allies overseas, 
and runs; ‘ 

“Inasmuch as many of the securi- 
ty-holders invested their funds in 
the company’s undertakings, believing 
that the heart of the Empire would 
some day nded to draw upon the 
wheatfields of the Canadian West, it 
is with pride that the directors pres- 
ent with these figures, illustrating the 
extent to which the prairics have 
becn opened up, made productive and 
the produce marketable by the coim- 
pany’s railways. ‘here were prob- 
ably few who thought that the cru- 
cialnecessity would come. so soon, 
but, having come, it must be consid- 
ered fortunate that the Canadian 
Northern System and the country 
tributary to it were sufficiently de- 
veloped to take an important part in 
supplying the Empire's food require- 
ments,”

. Back from Siberia 


Horrors of Russian Penal System 


Are Described 


Nothing more dramatic has oc- 
cured, with the turning of the leaf in 
Russian history from czardom_ to 
republic, than the processional of ex- 
iles out of the dungeons, mines and 
frozen morasses of Siberia. Though 
a ukase of the Czar in 1900 modified 
the rigors of the Russian penal sys- 
tem and restricted exile to political 
offenders—who might be transported 
to other regions as well as Siberia— 
the -region still remained the burial 
ground of many a life that had bud- 
ded in promise and aspiration, It is 
estimated that between the years 
1807 and 1899, ere the edict went into 
effect, a mighty army of 865,000 had 
known the torture of body and tor- 
ment of soul to which George Ken- 
nan and others have directed the 
world’s indignant pity. After the in- 
surrection of 1863 nearly 50,000 Poles 
were sent atonce to Siberia, From 
1880 till the ukase was issued 20,0C9 
persons a year suffered’ this fate, 
from 20,000 to 40,000 persons at one 
time in recent years were living the 
life of outlaws in the forests, trying 
to get back to their homes. ; 

It is from such a “horror of the 
shade” that the emeute in Russia has 
released the pitiable rabble of per- 
haps 100,000 now making their way 
by sledges over the frozen wilder- 
ness to points along the railway. 
Many. of these persons had surren- 
dered all hope of a return from a liv- 
ing death to the normal existence of 
industry and domesticity, They had 
forgotten the semblance of their for- 
mer selves. They were like the man 
in Tolstoi’s “Resurrection,” whose 
countenance reminded one of a po- 
teto_sprouting in a cellar. History 
tells us that about one-third of tne 
Siberian exiles have merely  disap- 
the face of the earth 
without being heard of again. These 
modern victims of the old regime had 
bowed their heads and—often in 
shackles—accepted a similar destiny. 
Suddenly a yreat light shone upon 
their black despair. A ruler was 
compelled to abdicate and with him 
there was dethroned the system of 
absolutism that terrorized his whole 
domain, ‘The uprising would be 
worth more—than- the temporary dis- 
conifort-and travail of readjustment 
if it merely accomplished the release 
of the political exites who now find 
themselves patriots and ‘heroes 
among humanity again.— From the 
Philadelphia Ledger. .
